The costs of armament have 
now become so heavy that they 
are a burden, hampering produc- 
tive activity throughout the world 
and Japan, like other countries, 
rejoices at the prospect of relief 
that is now offered. Civilization 
must put an end to the swollen 
armaments of the world. or else 
armament will put an end to civ- 
ilization. 

Navy Always Defensive. 

Up to the present, Japan has 
had fears which have caused her 
to continue building, but her navy 
has always been defensive. It has 
never been her policy or intention 
to attempt to rival either of the 
two great navies of the world... 
And [ am happy to believe that 
whatever fears she might have 
entertained can be and will be 
dissipated by free and frank inter- 
changes of view at the present 
conference. The public pronounce- 
ments of the Secretary of State at 
the inaugural session of the con- 
ference have clarified the situa- 
tion. 


Meantime, assurance from us is 
unnecessary. The great distance 
that lies between our shores and 
those of America and the supre- 
macy of the United States’ wealth, 
size and resources, make needless 
any words that we could pledge. 

It is dawning on a number of 
the Japanese gathered here at 
Washington that the stupendous 
proposition for a limitation of ar- 
mament is not a mere naval meas- 
ure. Its real meaning is in its in- 
ternational, economic and political 
aspects, not in so many dollars’ 
worth of ships it would throw on 
a junk pile or so menrv millions it 
would save in the future, put in 
the revolutionary change the suc- 
cess of the American  proposa! 
would introduce in the realm of 
international political and finan- 
cial relationg and activities. For 
even complete agreement on the 
American proposal is nothing 
more than a curtain raiser to the 
real drama which is bound to 
come. 


As a naval measure the Amer- 
ican proposal, which shocked and 
stunned practically everyone who 
heard it, is not so stupendous, es- 
peially from the standpoint of the 
national defense of the Japanese 
It is not so much the number of 
enemy ships that worries Japan, if 
the hypothetical enemy power hap- 
pens to be three or four thousand 
miles of waves away. 

[It is more essentially the ques- 
tion of naval bases, fuel supply 
stations, food supplies and the 
docking facilities for repairs and 
replenishments of a hostile fleet 
which the enemy power might 
have near the supposed area of 
struggle that would count really. 
as Japan looks at it. : 

As for popular agitation tn Ja- 
pan against the American proposal.

Still, there is this pocket Baedeck- 
‘er of Mr. Hughes’. It has been sub- 
‘mitted to all the Powers as a work- 
‘ing program, and by all the Powers 
‘it has been approved. What is the 
‘first of the Far Eastern questions it 
| proposes ? 
| One of the most familiar of them 
‘all—The territorial integrity of 
China.” It is a principle which has 
‘been the subject of a hundred notes; 
a principle explicitly accepted by 
Powers in every quarter of the globe. 
Why should it be discussed again? 
Is the territorial integrity of China 
destroyed, or threatened with de- 
struction, despite all general princi- 
les? 

Integrity is “the state of being en- 
tire or complete,” and it is obvious 
that China’s “state of being entire 
or eomplete” might be threatened in 
two quarters—by a break-up coming 
from within and by aggression com- 
ing from without. 

The Danger From Within. 

So far as the first danger is con- 
cerned—the danger of a break-up 
from within—it is a well-known fact 
that two Governments are now 
claiming the right to speak for Chi- 
na. 

In the north—in Pekin—there is 
that Government which has received 
the recognition of all the foreign 
Powers. In the South—in Canton— 
is a rival Government which has re- 
ceived nobody's recognition, but 
which is doing fairly well without it. 

The President of the Southern 
Government, Dr. Sun Yat Sen, has 
cabled Mr. Hughes that unless a del- 
egation representing his Government 
“attends and takes part in the work 
of the Washington conference, none 
of the decisions relating to China 
shall be recognized as having any 
force.”

th® majority of winter ills are ofa 
resmratory nature, and most © - 
start with the common “cold. 
vwHerefore everybody ought to have a 
fairly good knowledge of the correct 
mbthod of clothing the body in the 
wiht@r months. 

odérn living conditions have rev- 
olutionized winter environment for 
those who spend most of their time 
within heated buildings and it is for 
this class of people that these re- 
marks are intended, not for those 
wha work out of doors the majority 
of the time. 

To.the man or woman who is en- 
gaged in office or workshop where 

heating is provided, heavy 
underciothing is a positive menace to 
health..In fact heavy clothing in 
cenexral, excepting the overcoat, is 
offem-responsible for the onset of 
d&eage;:.The garments that are 
heavy.and that provide such warmth 
as>sto make one comfortable and 
afferd.proper protection in quite low 
tepageratures are manifestly not the 
pmabetigarments to wear in a heated 
atm here. Workers in warm rooms 
sh er wear heavy clothes un- 
less the garments can be removed 
and laid aside during the time the 
person remains in such an atmos- 
phere. 

Such garments cause the body. to 
become overwarm, with a resulting 
perspiration although the perspira- 
tion may be imperceptible, and re- 
sult in a congestion when going out 
into an atmosphere much _  Ilower, 
which is a common cause of colds 
from which develop pneumonia and 
other respiratory troubles of a grave 
nature. 

To be properly clad in winter the 
individual should wear light or me- 
dium heavy but warm underclothing 
and the outer garments should not 
be heavy or heating. In fact, most 
persons in good health do better by 
using summer undergarments in 
winter. In excessively cold weather 
light balbriggan undergarments may 
be worn and the suit or dress should 
be um weight cloth. Such 
perso should, however, have a 
heavy- warm cloak or overcoat 
that protect the body from the 
neck to the ankles while exposed to 
the out#itie atmosphere.
